"DEATH MUSTERS OUT GEORGE B. ADAMS"! (IRVINGTON HERALD 8/27/20) 


Well known Civil War Veteran Succumbed Yesterday at Home 
After Long !l!Iness - Funeral Tomorrow Afternoon - 


George Byron Adams, Civil War Veteran, inventor and former town 
official, died early last night at his home, 77 Orange Avenue. 

Mr. Adams would have reached his 77th birthday next month. Death 
was due to ailments incident to advanced age, aggravated by an 
attack of influenza with which he was stricken on Lincoln's birth- 
day. He had been in poor health for the past twenty years as a 
result of exposure, to whiéh he was subjected during the Civil 
War. 


The funeral will be held this Saturday afternnon at 3 o'clock at the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Rev. Charles S. Kemble, pastor of the 
church, and Rev. Dr. William H. Haines of the First Christian Church 
will conduct the services. Veterans of the World War will act as 
pall bearers and delegations from the. Irvington Veterans' Associ- 
ation, of which Mr. Adams was commander, Irvington Post No.16,

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American Legion, and Irvington Post No.133, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, of which he was a member, will attend. Interment will be 
in Clinton Cemetery. 


Besides being an inventor of note, having invented and patented forty- 
nine novelty articles such as campaign buttons and pins, Mr. Adams 

held two offical positions in this town. From 1901 until 1906 he was tax 
collector, and at the Inception of the Board of Library Trustees in 

1915 was appointed a member by former Mayor Glorieux and re-appointed 

by Mayor Folsom and during his entire five-year term served the board 

as president and took a deep interest in and gave much thought to 

the conduct of the library. Though in i11 health, he devoted as much 
time as possible to the work until forced by sickness to resiqn last 
month. 


Mr. Adams was considered a particularly true type of American, being 
descended from a great, great maternal grandfather who served as a 
Captain in the Revolutionary War with a New Jersey regiment and fought 
in the battles of Elizabeth, Germantown, and Monmouth. Hts father 

was a recruiting officer in the Civil War and his brother was a member 
of the Fortieth New Jersey Volunteers. 


Mr. Adams was sworn Into service on September 20, 1861 as a member of 
Company |, Seventh New Jersey Volunteers, and was discharged October 
9, 1864 after three years of continual service. He was engaged tn all 
the principal battles of the Army of the Potomac, Including Willfams- 
burg, Fair Oaks, Seven Pines, Glendale, Fredergcksburgh, Charlottes- 
ville, Gettysburgh, Wilderness and at Petersburg a few months before 
Lee's surrender. Though never wounded, he narrowly escaped death once 
when a bullet passed through his hat. 


Mr. Adams's death reduces the ranks of Civil War veterans in the Irv- 
ington Veterans' Association.to ten men. 


Mr. Adams was born in Libertyville, Sussex County. Thirty-two years 
ago he moved to Irvington from Newark. He had been married forty years. 
Prior to her marriage, his wife's name was Alma H. Thomas of Ohio. He 
was a manufacurer of jewelry and also manufactured many of his own 
patents. He retired from business in 1906.

Exonumia from Your Neighborhood 


A LONG LOST BANK NOTE REDISCOVERED 
David D. Gladfelter, NLG 


Old banknotes never die. They just become SENC. 


That’s James A. Haxby’s term for obsolete bank notes believed to have been 
issued in the past — from information in such sources as bank histories and counterfeit 
detecters — but unknown to collectors today. It stands for “surviving example not 
confirmed,” a term equivalent to “extinct” in the animal world. Haxby is the author of the 


4-volume Standard Catalog of United States Obsolete Bank Notes, 1782-1866. New 
Jersey’s obsoletes are covered in volume 2. 
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One of my favorite New Jersey vignettes is the scene of Israel Crane’s stone 
quarry in Newark. This vignette is found only on a $10.00 note engraved in 1811 by Peter 
Maverick for the Newark Banking and Insurance Company, New Jersey’s first bank. It 
can also be found on a counterfeit, Haxby NJ-370 C108, but the genuine, G108, is SENC 
in Haxby. Wait claimed to have seen the genuine and listed it as No. 1510, with the 
highest rarity rating, R7. In Wait the counterfeit is No. 1511, an RS. Since publication of 
the Haxby treatise in 1988, a few proofs of G108 had turned up, but no issued notes — that 
is, not until the events in this story. 


At the time, my collection had neither the genuine issued note nor the counterfeit, 
so when an example described as the counterfeit came up at auction, I decided to put in a 
bid for it. (Contemporaneous counterfeits of obsolete bank notes are collectible, 
especially where the genuine note is SENC.) The illustration in Haxby of C108 has plate 
letter F; the example in the auction catalog had plate letter H, and the workmanship 
looked quite good. Could it be genuine? I decided to pad my bid. A smart move, as it 
turned out — other sharp eyes were on this lot, and my bid was barely successful. 


When the note arrived, I held it up to a light to look for pinholes, and was 
surprised to see, in faint letters, NEWARK BAN — a watermark, an anti-counterfeiting 
device. Could this be proof that my note was genuine? 


Sure enough. Charles G. Rockwood’s history of this bank states that “the paper 
for the notes, bearing the water-mark of the bank, was especially made in the presence of 
a committee of the directors, appointed to superintend its manufacture.” So my hunch 
proved to be right. A genuine issued note had been rediscovered. Somehow this note, 
despite its relatively high denomination, had managed to escape the fate of virtually all 
other issued notes of this financially sound bank — redemption and destruction. 


An illustration of this faint watermark appears below. It was made by placing a 
light source in back of the note. You will not find the watermark on the proofs of G108, 
which are on a thick plain ink-absorbent paper not intended for circulation. Needless to 
say, you will not find it on C108 either.
